The “firemen o f the p lains” wo rk 
with a sy stem, each man kno wing 
what is ex p ected o f him and brav ely 
ex ecu ting It like firemen o f the city . 
Co wbo y s are the “fire fighters o f the 
p lains,” and bu rning grass is the ma­ 
terial co nsu med. 
We will take, fo r illu stratio n, the 
great Esp u ela o r “sp u r” ranch in the 
lo wer Panhandle co u ntry o f no rthwest 
Tex as and go back a nu mber o f y ears, 
when destru ctiv e fires were mo re fre­ 
q u ent than they are no w. Hu ndreds o f 
co wbo y s were emp lo y ed o n that ranch, 
liv ing in camp s widely sep arated, eo v - 
erlu g the u nsettled c ou n t i e s o f Dick-

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ens, Cro sby , Garza and Kent. 
Great au d v ery destru ctiv e p rairie 
fires o ften o ccu rred, and sy stematic 
p lans were ado p ted to fight su ccessfu l­ 
ly the dev o u ring element, which no t 
o nly inv o lv ed a great lo ss o f grass, bu t 
o f sto ck also . One o f the mo st su ccess­ 
fu l p lans was the fo llo wing: it was u n­ 
dersto o d amo ng the men at the v ario u s 
camp s that when smo ke was disco v ­ 
ered ascending fro m the p rairie each 
and ev ery co wbo y mu st saddle his 
ho rse and gallo p away to ward the fire 
straight o u t in a liu e fro m his camp . 
This had to be do ne at night also , the 
fire then being detected by its light, 
and the bo y s wo u ld co me fro m ev ery 
directio n, striking the line o f fire at 
many different p o ints almo st at the 
same time. If the fire had sp read mu ch, 
the men fro m the different camp s 
wo u ld so metimes be many miles fro m 
each o ther, tho se fro m the same statio n 
go ing In a sq u ad to gether. 
If it was at night the scene wo u ld be 
o ne o f wild and weird grandeu r—the 
great line o f fire, the gallo p ing ho rses 
as the co wbo y s ap p ro ached it, so me 
fro m camp s o n o p p o site sides, their 
fo rms and tho se o f their ho rses stand­ 
ing In relief in the bright glare o f the 
bu rning grass. 
Herds o f bello wing, 
frightened, stamp eding

crackling, ro aring flames.

o p p o site, each with his ro p e to the 
fo o t o f a beef, straddling the blaze and 
beating o u t the greater p art o f it. 
They wo re slick du ck jackets and 
lo ggings, u p o n which the fire co u ld no t 
easily take ho ld. 
It was ho t wo rk, 
ho wev er. 
They co u ld get o nly the 
length o f their ro p es fro m the fire. 
The two men with the o ther half o f 
the beef were go ing in the o p p o site di­ 
rectio n, taking the o ther end o f the 
line o f fire.

The o ther p lan was the best, being 
more rap id and efficient. Ho rses wo u ld 
g et crip p led and men bu rned at times, 
esp ecially when the wind was high, 
those on the windward side being mo st 
ex posed. So me hav e been kno wn to 
stay in their saddles du ring a lo ng ru n 
nntil the skin wo u ld peel from the side 
of the face that was nex t to the line of 
fire.—Fort Worth (Tex .) Record.
